The vessels and rafts 
used by the Communists for the Hainan invasion have been transferrei te 
Vanshan and Hangchow Bay.

On 6 May 2,000 Commu=x 
nist troops of the 43 Army returned to Canton on three steamers. Several 
hunired wounded troops also returned to Canton and were sent to the army 
hospital at Chung Chen Middle School. 
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
